These woods are silk-screened in black, with a child-safe clear lacquered applied. They are 
made from kill beetle pine / fir wood in Likely, B.C. 


There is no federally established Family Day. This holiday was first observed in Alberta in 
1990, followed by Saskatchewan in 2007 and Ontario in 2008. On May 28, 2012, the 
British Columbia government announced that Family Day would be observed on the 
second Monday in February each year, starting February 11, 2013. Three more provinces 
then came aboard (Manitoba, Nova Scotia, and Prince Edward Island), and starting 
February 2018, New Brunswick has a statutory Family Day holiday with these four 
provinces’ Family Day taking place on the third Monday of February. Family Day is also a 
public holiday in South Africa, in the American states of Arizona and Nevada, in Vanuatu, 
in Vietnam, in the Australian Capital Territory, and as the second day of Songkran in

A word or two firstly about the vigorous and innovative HooDoo Brewery Co. — The company commenced operations in 
Fairbanks in 2012, under the leadership of its owners, Bobby Wilken, and since then has introduced, and / or sponsored a 
number of very interesting events, plus also running a successful brewing and taproom operation. (It is strongly suggested 
that readers Google the HooDoo Brewery, Fairbanks, Ak., and read of the many events and innovations undertaken by 
HooDoo Brewery, e.g. installing of solar power to run the operation.) 





Now, re the woods — The first wood was created and made available in 
July of 2016. 2,000 were made and are available for purchase in the 
taproom of the Brewery.

icrafts Guild. He lived at 368 Baltimore Road, Winnipeg from 1925 to the time of his death. 
Several of his works depict views from the windows of the house, including “The South 
Window”, an oil painting in the collection the Winnipeg Art Gallery. Eric was close friends 
with Harold R. Foster who created the comic strip Prince Valiant, and appeared on the Hal 
Foster episode of This Is Your Life in 1954.
